For clled or polished floors an oil- 
j ed floor mop is almost a necessity. 
I Several makes can be foi^nd on the 
market, or one may bo made of old 
!itockings or any discarded woolen or 
flannelette material. In a Farmers" 
liiilbtiii on "Farm Home Conven- 
lences, " obtainable free from the V. 
S. Department of Agriculture, the 
following directions for making such 
a mop are given: 

The material lb ci^lnto 1-lneh wide 
strips, which are sewed across the 
middle to a foundation o( heavy cloth. 
This is (astened to an old broom 
handle or used In a clamp mop han- 
dle. 

The mop, when finished. Is dipped 
Into a solution made of one-half cup 
of melted paraffin and one cup o( 

kerosene, and then allowed to dry. 
to keep it moist it is rolled tightly 
and kept in a paper hag, away tibm 

stoves or lamps.
